Group 2, claim(s) 224-225 are drawn to a process for making an insertable 
device. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
The process for making an insertable device can be used to make a plurality of 
insertable device not necessarily related to the cavity marking devices of Group 

1 . Furthermore, a process of making an insertable device is materially different 
subject matter than that claimed in Group 1 . 



3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because
